. Lawmakers rally to protect mles creating logging safety standards 


BOISE (AP) — Former state 
Sen. Rachel Gilbert wants to 
’-repeal the Idaho Industrial 
Commission’s requirements for 
minimum safety standards and 
practices in the logging industry. 


But Democratic Sen. Marguerite 
McLaughlin of Orofino and three 


Republican senators on Thursday 
moved to block the Boise 
Republican’s proposal thot the 
commission adopt^ in a 2*1 vote 
last year. Gilbert chairs the panel 
Idaho AFL-CIO Presidenc Dave 
Whaley said many union mem- 
bers in north-central Idaho are 


proud of the rules they developed 
a decade and a half ago to reduce 
logging injuries and oeddents. 

He claimed repealing them 
would put the state "in the busi- 
ness of killing people. If they do 
away with thl^ what is she going 
to take away next?” 


But Gilbert, an outspoken con- 
servative who has mode unsuc- 
cessful bids for governor and 
Congress, said the commission is 
simply Jetting federal standards 
issued by the Occupational 
Safety -and Health Admin- 
istration take effect . 


"They have informed us that 
wc have no jurisdiction,” s(ie 
said. Gilbert ^d the commission 
is convinced potential state liabil- 
ity can be eliminated by repeal- 
ing the rules, and that the lo^ng 
safety program can be run suc- 
cessfully.

Federal judge rules that sex offender

SALT LAKE laTY (AP) — A
